\urkey brought Bulgaria into the 
world war by ceding a strip of terri- 
tory around Adrianople. This fact is 


Henry Morgenthau, whose story of 
this historic deal in real estate is told 
in’ his reminiscences in the current 
World’s Work, just published. This 
territory is the source of the present 
friction between Bulgaria and Turkey, 
recently reported in dispatches from
